Northern 
Pointers 


by JAMES H. BEALE 
Ridgefield, Connecticut 


e Shrub protection: The severest 
weather of the winter may occur this 
month, so mulches and screens of 
burlap should be checked as wind 
may have disturbed them sufficiently 
to destroy their effectiveness. If 
evergreens were sprayed with Wilt- 
pruf early in the winter, spray again 
on a mild day. To prevent snow 
damage to evergreens, dislodge snow 
with a broom after each snowfall. 
Look for evidence of mouse injury 
at base of mulched trees and shrubs; 
in some areas mice were exceedingly 
numerous last fall. Set out poisoned 
seed in containers inaccessible to 
birds. 

e Pruning: Ornamental and fruit 
trees may be pruned on mild days. 
As a rule, more thinning-out of 
the branches than shortening is 
necessary. Also remove those cross- 
ing through the head of a tree or one 
of two rubbing together. With apple 
trees particularly, sufficient light 
must enter the body of the tree to 
induce formation of fruit buds along 
the branches. To avoid stubs when 
cutting off branches of any tree, 
make saw cuts flush with trunk or 
larger branch from which they are 
being cut. Apply wound paint to 
wounds of any size. It is easily put 
on with the new atomizer applicators. 

With red currants, gooseberries 
and blueberries, cut out at the base 
a few of oldest stems and any that 
would fruit too near ground. Cut out 
small, weak canes of red raspberries, 
and shorten about one-fourth the 
canes left to bear fruit. Canes that 
bore fruit last summer should al- 
ready have been removed. If the 
severe pruning necessary for grapes 
grown on the four-arm Kniffen 
system seems confusing, try to ob- 
tain a lesson from someone familiar 
with the practice. This is the com- 
mon method of pruning grapes in 
the Northeast.

tree (Vitex), and the butterfly-bush 
may be pruned toward the end of 
the month. If it is imperative that 
spring-flowering shrubs be pruned 
when dormant, the pruning should 
be restricted to cutting out a few of 
the oldest stems. The proper time to 
prune this group is immediately after 
flowering. 

e Seed sowing indoors: Unless a 
greenhouse or sunny porch is avail- 
able, it is unwise to begin this work 
before the end of the month, for 
unless seedlings have ample sunlight 
they become thin and weak. Order 
seeds and any necessary containers 
for sowing and later transfer to 
larger flats or pots. Also obtain soil, 
peat moss, perlite, sand, or milled 
sphagnum moss in which to sow 
seed. Sphagnum moss provides al- 
most foolproof insurance against 
damping-off diseases. 

e Shrub branches indoors: Slit or 
crush with a hammer a few inches 
at base of cut branches of forsythia, 
flowering quince, pussy willow, crab 
apple, cherry or plum and place in 
deep water in cellar; spray once or 
twice daily until buds begin to swell, 
then transfer to living room. 

e Spring planting: Trees and 


shrubs to be set out this spring 
should be ordered now. Flowering 
and kousa dogwoods, crab apples, 
redbud, Washington hawthorn, 
golden-rain tree, fringe-tree, and 
sour-wood are a few of the smaller 
very decorative trees. 

e House plants: “© ne house 
plants will show growth activity as 





daylight lengthens and increases in 
intensity; if roots are very crowded 
move into larger pots, but avoid 
over-potting. Equal parts garden soil, 
sand and peat moss or leaf mold, 
with 4% part dried cow manure and 


a little bone meal make a mixture 
suitable for many plants. Add more 
peat moss for ferns, begonias and 
others with similar fine roots. 

e Hedges: Many new home- 
owners will be planting hedges this 
spring and this is the time to decide 
what plant to use. The almost ever- 
green California privet remains the 
most popular hedge plant, but in 
severe winters it may be killed to 
the ground. Much hardier are the 
amur and ibolium privets which are 
completely deciduous. Where there 
is shade the five-leaf aralia is much 
to be preferred to privet. Dwarf 
winged euonymus is excellent as a 
sheared hedge, and the foliage turns 
a brilliant scarlet before falling in 
autumn. Flowering quince is inter- 
esting for its spring bloom and large, 
yellowish autumn fruits. Well-kept 
evergreen hedges of hemlock, yew 
or arbor-vitae are striking. The base 
of any kind of hedge must always be 
kept weed-free if it is to remain 
dense to the ground. 

e More February pointers: Rake 
matted patches of dead leaves from 
lawn; make hardwood shrub cut- 
tings; sharpen lawn mower; make out 
orders for seeds, bulbs and plants.®

e Roses: Finish planting bare- 
root roses right away. Prune estab- 
lished plants, remove the old mulches 
and spray both plants and the beds 
with a good fungicide; fertilize 


heavily, rake lightly and place a new 
mulch. Do not overlook the climbers 
—they will need attention at this 
time also. 

e Hardwood cuttings: There is 
yet time to take hardwood cuttings 
of most of the flowering shrubs, but 
do not wait any longer. Taken this 
late, cuttings should be placed in a 
bed where they can remain until 
next fall. 

e Pruning: Throughout the South 
this is the month for pruning shade 
trees, most fruit trees, and all those 
ornamental shrubs and trees that 
flower in summer. Spring-flowering 
shrubs must not be pruned until 
after blooms have faded or flower 
buds will be sacrificed. Prune as 
soon as flowers are gone. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. In the Midsouth we have been 
buying Cassia alata seedlings from 
the nurseries in the spring. I would 
like to grow my own. When should 
these seeds be planted? 

A. In the Midsouth start the seed 
indoors in March. In the Deep South 
seed may be planted outdoors in 
early April. This is a hot weather 


plant and will do little growing until 
the weather gets really warm. 

Q. When is the best time to move 
hydrangeas, to take cuttings, and 
how do I treat them to induce pink 
flowers? 

A. Right now is a good time to 
move them, and you may take cut- 
tings when they are moved. To in- 
duce pink flowers, dig into the soil 
around each plant a teacupful of 
lime sometime during March. 

Q. 1 have both red and white 
spider lilies. Could they both be 
Lycoris? 

A. The red one is Lycoris radiata; 
the white one is very probably 
Hymenocallis occidentalis. There is 
a white lycoris (L. alba) but it is 
somewhat rare in the South and not 
generally planted. 

Q. My hollies have been attacked 
by scale. What will control it? 

A. This is probably the same 
species of scale that attacks many 
camellias in the South. Apply an 
oil-base spray about the last week 
in March and make a second appli- 
cation again in May. Spray from be- 
low bushes so the undersides ‘of 
leaves, where scales usually congre- 
gate, are covered with the spray.®

Questions of the Month 


QO. In early spring, a shrub 
a nearby park produces small yellow 
flowers. They appear when there is 
snow on the ground. Can you give 
me the name? 

A. This could be either Cornelian 
cherry, Cornus mas, or vernal witch- 
hazel, Hamamelis vernalis. The 
former has flowers like tiny yellow 
versions of the flowering dogwood; 
the latter has ragged yellow petals. 
Both are excellent March bloomers 
over much of the Midwest. Cut a 
| few branches early before they flower 
and bring them indoors; they will 
soon flower. 

Q. What is the very earliest spring 
pret to appear in Northern Illinois? 

A. See above. Also crocus, snow- 
drop, winter aconite and Erica 
carnea.

West Coast 
Pointers 


by CLAUDE CHIDAMIAN 
Los Angeles, California 


ge Beeuaay is a month of many 
moods. East of the Cascades it is 
still winter, but along the coast from 
British Columbia to the Mexican 
border there are signs of spring. 
Growth begins in the warm desert 
and south coastal areas and moves 
slowly northward as days lengthen 
and grow warmer. And though the 
weather may still be wet and chilly, 
February can be a busy month in 
the garden. 

e Pruning: In all areas dead, 
diseased and useless growth on 
summer- and fall-blooming shrubs, 
berry bushes and deciduous trees 
may be thinned and pruned out now. 
Weak plants require heavy pruning 
to force strong new growth: strong 
plants should only be thinned and 
shaped lightly to admit sunlight and 
prevent breakage from overgrowth. 
Make all cuts clean and close to a 
branch or dormant bud that points 
in the direction you want future 
growth to go. Paint all cuts over 12 
inch in diameter with pruning com- 
pound to keep out insects and 
diseases. 

e Spraying: A good dormant 
spray should be applied to deciduous 
shrubs and trees before growth 
begins. This will eradicate eggs of 
insects such as mites, and fungus 
diseases such as peach leaf curl. 

e Planting: This month and next 
are ideal for planting dormant roses, 
fruit and shade trees, flowering 
shrubs, grapes, berries, perennial 
flowers, and vegetables. 

e Camellias: February marks the 
high point for camellia bloom. 
Among new varieties of Camellia 
japonica these have won the Illges 
Medal, the highest award of the 
American Camellia Society: BEAU 
Harp, JosePpH PFINGsTL, R. L. 
WHEELER, Mrs. D. W. Davis, 
REG RAGLAND, TOMORROW and 
GuiLio Nuccio. Seven varieties 
of Camellia reticulata also rate 
top billing: BuDDHA, BUTTERFLY 
WINGS, CAPTAIN RAWES, CRIMSON

To prevent this, 
treat your lawn with one of the new 
pre-emergence controls. By follow- 
ing directions carefully you will 
eliminate crab grass from your lawn. 


Question of the Month 


Q. Can the big hybrid rhododen- 
drons one sees in northern California, 


Oregon and Washington be grown 
successfully in the Southwest too? 
I’ve seen balled plants filled with 


buds in the nurseries each spring, 
but never have I seen one in a 
garden here in southern California 

A. The nursery plants you have 
seen are northern-grown. Many are 
sold and planted out each season in 
southern California but few survive. 
This is due to several factors: 

1. Only a few varieties such as 
PINK PEARL and EUREKA MaIp have 


proven tough enough to stand a hot 
dry climate. 

2. Rhododendrons must be given 
a cool, woodsy location with morn- 
ing sun and afternoon shade or 
dappled shade all day long. 

3. They must be planted in a very 
well-drained humusy soil made up of 
equal parts peat moss, leaf mold and 
good soil. 

4. They must be watered freely 
at roots and over foliage all year. 

5. They should be well mulched 
with peat moss, pine needles or oak 
leaves to keep roots cool and moist. 

6. They must be fed sparingly 
with an acid fertilizer with chelates 
added to counteract the alkalinity of 
most Southwestern irrigation water. 
Given this care they will grow and 
bloom very easily.®

The Kitchen 
Gardener 


by ANNANELL C. JUBB 
(Fowlerville, Michigan) 


THERE ARE VERY FEW 
adults who revel in 
winter weather, but al- 
most all children do. 
Young sit-by-the-fires 

are rare. Young’uns still play Fox 

and Geese and make angels in the 
snow as we did. They still make 
snowmen and build snow forts and 
have snowball battles. And they 
come in rosy of cheek and ravenous 
of appetite just as we did. But 
youngsters aren’t the only ones to 
feel the hunger brought on by the 
cold. It affects all of us. We dream 
of summer and of gardens. Well, no 
amount of dreaming can make a 
garden in the snow, but with the aid 
of a trusty freezer we can approxi- 
mate summer’s meals. All we have 
to do is decide which part of the 
season we most wish to emulate. 

Let’s make it early summer, and 

let’s have peas on our menus. Espe- 

cially let’s have edibie-podded peas. 

They have an aura that is pure 

summer, don’t you think? Have you 

had them frozen? They seem to lose 
less on freezing than many other 
foods. However, they should be 
treated gently, for they are very 
tender and delicate. 
This is how I fix them: 
Remove the packages 
from the freezer in time 
for the peas to thaw 
completely. This takes 
longer than a like amount of shelled 
peas. When the rest of the meal is 
ready, place the peas in a saucepan 
and pour boiling water over them. 

Cover the pan, place it over highest 

heat and bring rapidly to boiling. 

Remove from the heat and drain 

the peas thoroughly. Transfer them 

to a heated serving dish. In another 

pan heat to scalding (not boiling) 2 

tablespoons of cream, 2 tablespoon 

of butter and % teaspoon of salt 
for each pint of peas. Pour this over 
the peas and serve at once, and see 
if spring isn’t closer than it was. (If 
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you don’t have a supply of frozen 
peas now to draw upon, add them 
to your seed list for 1961.) 

An elegant dessert can lift our 
spirits. This one is fancy enough 
for party fare. 


FROZEN STRAWBERRY 
STACK CAKE : 
To make the cake layers, sift to- 
gether: 
2% cups sifted flour 
1% cups sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
22 teaspoons baking powder 
Then add: 


% cup milk, at room temperature 


% cup butter, at room temperature 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Beat for two minutes with a mixer 
at medium speed or for 150 strokes 
by hand. Next add: 
Le eggs 
Beat for two minutes with a mixer 
at medium speed or for 150 strokes 
by hand. Spread batter “% inch deep 
in buttered 9-inch layer cake pans 
—this amount makes five such 
layers. Bake at 350° for twenty 
minutes or until done. Immediately 
remove from pans and cool on a 
wire cake rack. Freeze layers and 
thoroughly chill a tray or board on 
which to stack the cake. 

Thaw one pint of frozen straw- 
berries until they can be broken up 
with a fork. Allow 1 quart of vanilla 
ice cream to soften so that it can 
be broken with a fork. Remove 
about %4 of the ice cream to a bowl 
and beat vigorously. Remove two 
layers of cake and the tray or board 
from the freezer. Quickly spread the 
first layer with the whipped ice 
cream. Top with the second layer 
and spread this with strawberries, 
using about one half of them. Re- 
peat with the other three layers, 
spreading the last one with ice 
cream. Spread the entire outside of 
the cake with the remaining ice 
cream and rush the whole to the 
freezer. 

This makes twelve to 

sixteen servings. All or 

part of the cake may be 

held in the freezer for 

a month, and it is best 
made a few hours in advance of 
serving. If the cake is for use within 
twenty-four hours there is no need 
to cover it, but if it is to be stored 
for several days, allow to freeze 
solidly, then cover with foil or 
plastic film.®

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SOWING SEEDS 


WHO 


wants to start seeds indoors? The 
beginning gardener, first of all, is 
intrigued by every aspect of his new 
hobby, and starting seed indoors is 
an important part of gardening. The 
experienced gardener knows that 
starting plants from seeds indoors 
results in faster yields from vege- 
tables and earlier bloom from flower- 
ing plants. The hobby gardener can 
indulge in his favorite plant almost 
year-round by using the winter 
months for starting seeds. 


is it a good idea to start seed indoors 
rather than wait and plant it out- 
doors later on? There are several 
good reasons, but the most important 
one is that this early start will give 
you flowers and vegetables several 
weeks ahead of seed started later, 
something Northerners especially ap-

preciate. Also conditions of temper- 
ature, moisture and light are within 
your control and not dependent on 
the caprices of the weather. And 
remember, too, that anything that can 
save you precious minutes of time 
when you are swamped with garden 
jobs in the spring is very worth while. 


WHEN 


should seeds be started indoors? 
This is a simple decision for the 
experienced gardener because he has 
his past records to go by. But a 
good general rule is to start the 
slow-to-germinate seeds about six to 
eight weeks before the time they can 
be safely planted outdoors. Among 
flowers this would include the large- 
flowered double petunia, snapdragon, 
pinks, lobelia, salpiglossis, verbena 
and dahlia. The three vegetables 
often started this early are tomatoes, 
eggplant and pepper. Quick-to- 
germinate-and-grow seeds can be 
given an early start, but two weeks 
before planting-out time is generally

soon enough unless you have the 
ideal conditions provided by a green- 
house. Too early a start with in- 
sufficient light will produce plants 
that are tall and weak. In this group 
of quickies are aster, marigold and 
zinnia. In a different category are 
very slow-growing plants like fibrous 
and tuberous begonias. These may 
be started five to six months in 
advance of the planting-out date. 
Shrubs in this category include the 
seeds of rhododendrons and azaleas. 
(Deciduous azaleas are particularly 
easy to germinate.) 


WHERE 


can seedlings be grown? Those for- 
tunate enough to have a greenhouse 
have ideal conditions of light and 
temperature. Lacking a greenhouse, 
an east or south window with good 
light and sun is quite satisfactory. 
If you have no suitable window you 
can use fluorescent lights (two 40- 
watt tubes). In addition to proper 
light, temperature is important if

seedlings are to remain compact and 
sturdy. A temperature between 55 
and 65° is a good average to strive 
for indoors. 


HOW 


should seeds be sown to get the 
best results? First, select a suitable 
container. The choice is wide: flats, 
good for a large number of seeds; 
pots, particularly good when but 
one kind of seed is to be sown; 
and small peat-fibre pots for sowing 
a single seed with the intention of 
not having to transplant the seedling 
——the plant and pot will be set out 
in the garden. Next comes the 
choice of planting media. The prime 
requisite here is that it be porous 
and sterile. If not sterile, seedlings 
are subject to a fungus which causes 
seedlings to topple over—this is 
known as damping off. Sterilized soil 
can be purchased in most stores or 
you can sterilize your own. Bake 
in oven at 350° for one hour or use 
a formaldehyde drench. For this

use | tablespoon of formalin (pur- 
chase at drugstore) diluted with 
6 tablespoons of water. Sprinkle 
this over flat of moist soil (approxi- 
mately 20 x 14 x 3-in flat). Mix 
soil thoroughly. Cover with paper 
and let stand 24 hours. Sow seed 
and water immediately. There are 
several naturally sterile media that 
can be used. Sphagnum moss is a 
well-known favorite; vermiculite and 
perlite are also excellent. Many 
gardeners make mixtures using any 
one or all of these ingredients with 
soil. Fill the container with the 
planting media to about “% inch of 
the top and firm (do not firm vermic- 
ulite, however). As an added pre- 
caution against damping off dust the 
seed with a commercial disinfectant 
such as Spergon before planting. 
Sow the seeds in rows or scatter 
over surface; sow thinly so as to 
avoid crowding of seedlings. Very 
fine seeds need not be covered; 
others should be covered lightly. 
Label with variety name and date 
sown. (It is a smart idea to keep 
a permanent record of what you sow 
and when, as well as any notes that 
will help you another year such as 


Cold Frame. Although located out- 
doors, a frame simulates indoor con- 
ditions and provides optimum light. 


“sown too early”; “space seeds 
farther apart”; “petunias did best in 
sphagnum moss,” etc.) Water with 
a fine spray; if clay or wooden flat 
is used it may be set in pan of water 
until surface of soil is moist. Cover 
container with plastic or glass and 
then with paper. As soon as seed has 
germinated, remove paper; lift glass 
a little more each day and then 
remove entirely. Transplant seedlings 
to flats or pots as soon as they have 
one or two sets of true leaves. 
Never allow seedlings to crowd. 


WHAT 


seeds is it practical to start early 
indoors? Annuals, particularly those 
requiring warmth, a long time to 
germinate, or a long time to grow 
to flowering size—petunias, snap- 
dragon, lobelia, verbena, salpiglossis, 
begonia. Of the perennials delphin- 
ium and primrose are favorites. 
Other seeds often sown, especially 
by hobbyists, include azaleas, chrys- 
anthemums, roses and lilies.®

controls work! 
by R. MILTON CARLETON 
T FLOWER GROWER readers who 
wrote me in answer to a request 
for information on results they had 
with pre-emergence crab grass con- 
trols on their lawns. 

As might be expected, reports 
ranged from a simple statement that 
the user was satisfied or not, up to a 
six-page letter. 

Fortunately, 527 of the letters 
gave results in percentages. Here I 
ought to warn against taking these 
percentage ratings too literally. It is 
almost, impossible for the home 
gardener without training in scien- 
tific statistical methods to do more 
than guess at such figures. 

The materials used by readers 
included chlordane or chlordane- 
vermiculite products, arsenate of 
lead or arsenate of lead mixtures 
containing calcium arsenate. 

Erratic performances were noted 
—which checks with experiences 
from other sources and with results 
at state experiment stations. Of 
those reporting, seven said they 
had no “kill” whatever. I doubt that 
this was true unless they applied the 
material after crab grass had actually 
begun to germinate. 

Others reported control ranging 
from 30% to 100%. So the average 
was good. The subject of erratic 
behavior of some _ pre-emergence 
killers has always been puzzling. 
This may be cleared up if the re- 
search work—now under way but 
not yet completed—tells us why and 
how these materials work. 

A common comment was that 
while the center of the lawn would 
be almost clean, with only scattered 
crab grass plants, all along the edge 
of the lawn crab grass would grow. 
This is an effect I have noticed many 
times, especially with lead and cal- 
cium arsenate products. This is be- 
cause these chemicals will not move 


HIS IS A REPORT of some 846 
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sideways if applied when the soil is 
not frozen, but will “fix” into the 
soil exactly where they fall. 

One amusing incident of this kind 
occurred when a woman complained 
that a pre-emergence killer had not 
controlled crab grass for her. She 
was an invalid who could not do her 
own work but did like to see a per- 
fect lawn outside her picture window. 

When I went over this lawn I saw 
a most amazing effect—it was striped 
like an American flag. In applying 
the material her handy man had 
avoided overlapping by leaving 3 or 
4 inches between each pass with the 
spreader. In the untreated strips, 
crab grass grew several inches tall 
but in between not a single plant of 
it could be found. When viewed 
from the low picture window that 
overlooked her lawn, all she could 
see was the tall crab grass. 

We persuaded her to allow us to 
wheel her along the edge of the lawn, 
after which she exclaimed, “What a 
wonderful material this is!” 

One fact that was clearly shown 
by this survey was that pre-emerg- 
ence control is highly effective and 
will eliminate crab grass to a point 
where it is no longer a problem. 

Certain precautions, 
should be kept in mind. 

First, application far ahead of the 
germination of crab grass seed is a 
“must.” In the past, the dates given 
for germination have been much too 
late. We now know that three warm 
days of temperatures in the 80’s will 
bring on germination. This was 
proved in a striking way last spring 
in the Chicago area, where the 
weather was cool and wet until well 
into May. The only exception was a 
hot spell for three days in April. 
During this spell, 
did germinate. Where a pre-emerg- 
ence killer was applied before this 
time, even as little as a week in some 
control was nearly perfect. 
However, controls applied after 
these warm days showed about a 
10% stand of crab grass. 

Another fact that has been demon- 
started over the past two years is that 
chemicals for this purpose should 
not be applied to frozen lawns. It 
does not matter if the soil freezes 
the evening after application, but if 
the soil is not soft, so the chemical 
can “fix” on soil particles, it may 
wash away.®

Gladiolus 
my way 


Richard D. Roe of Steubenville, 


Ohio, describes how he keeps 


25,000 gladiolus healthy 


OR SEVERAL YEARS after I became interested in 
P stsion I did as the experts recommended— 

sprayed every week or ten days. Thrips were kept 
under control, and disease was never a problem. Then, 
from the experiences of others, I learned that frequent 
spraying wasn't really necessary. Some growers went 
so far as to advocate only three sprayings—when the 
plants were 8 to 10 inches high, again when the flower 
spikes appeared, and finally, after the spike had finished 
blooming. 

This, however, presented some complications. By 
then I was planting a quantity of corms, beginning in 
early April and planting every week or ten days until 
mid-June. Therefore, plants reached the 8- to 10-inch 
stage from the first of May until mid-July; flower spikes 
appeared from the first of July until mid-September; 
and plants finished blooming from mid-July until Octo- 
ber. To keep up the three-spray schedule, I was still 
spraying every week or ten days. 

Then I happened to notice a brief paragraph in the 
catalog issued by one of the gladiolus specialists. He 
mentioned that some growers had success in controlling 
thrips by dusting corms in the trench with chlordane. 
It seems that the chlordane spreads its effect within the 
plant itself, and thrips find the taste, if nothing else, not 
to their liking. 

Three years ago I tried the system on a limited scale, 
mainly interested in whether there would be any adverse 
effects on the corms. I still maintained the regular 
spraying schedule on the main planting, and (to be on 
the safe side) the experimental plot received its share. 

By the following year I had been bitten by the gladio- 
lus bug and planted 2500 corms. There had been no 
ill effects from the chlordane treatment, so I went all 
out and dusted every corm in the trench with 6% 
chlordane dust. 

Still to be on the safe side, I sprayed another plot 
about once a month with DDT during the growing 
season. This monthly spraying was sufficient to

control thrips. The eye opener came 
at digging time. 

In the beds where I had sprayed 
every week with DDT, many corms 
at digging time showed infestation 
of thrips—some so bad they had to 
be discarded. Where I had used the 
total chlordane treatment, not one

corm showed any signs of thrips. It 
was the cleanest crop of gladiolus 
corms I had ever dug. 

Last year, I really went overboard 
and planted 25,000 gladiolus. All 
corms were dusted with 6% chlor- 
dane dust. Not once during the 
growing season was any plant or 
flower spike sprayed. Results: No 
thrips, and another harvest of ex- 
ceptionally clean bulbs. 

Perhaps succeeding years will 
show some fault in this method. It 
is, however, a starting point and one 
I propose to use until something bet- 
ter comes along. Unfortunately, the 
chlordane treatment solves only the 
thrips problem and it is only one step 
in growing healthy gladiolus. There 
remains the problem of disease. 

The pre-planting dip has been in 
vogue for a number of years. To me 
this seems like a poor method. Why 
treat the bulb in the spring after any 
disease present at digging time has 
had all winter to do its work? I feel 
that the first step in combating dis- 
ease is to immediately rogue any 
plant that shows the least sign of 
disease. At digging time, if the old 
corms show any signs of decay, I 
discard the new corms. The healthy 
corms are then cured for a week or 
two in as high a temperature as I 
can maintain up to 90°. The old 
corms are then separated from the 
new and discarded; new corms are 
soaked for fifteen minutes in a solu- 
tion of 50% DDT wettable powder

trays for another week, then stored 
in their winter quarters. 

Delaying the soaking until after 
the bulbs are cleaned puts the action 
of the fungicide where it belongs: 
on the soft, fleshy scar where the old 
and new corms were joined. The 
DDT takes care of any possible 
thrips. Since using this method, my 
winter loss has dropped from an av- 
erage of 5% to less than 1%. 

At planting time the cycle is 
completed by dusting the corms with 
chlordane. 

Soaking in the fall; dusting in the 
spring—a long way from weekly 
spraying over a four- or five-month 
period. This system has worked ef- 
fectively for me, and it will for you 
in growing gladiolus with a mini- 
mum of work and loss.®

Donald Wyman, Horticulturist 
at The Arnold Arboretum in 
Massachusetts, describes some 
of the best low-growing junipers 


for use in the home garden 


HE LOW JUNIPERS are an excellent group of plants for gar- 
| dens. They do well in hot or dry sunny situations, are green 
the year round and have few troubles that modern sprays 
cannot control. For these reasons they are useful in foundation 
plantings and in garden borders over a wide part of the country. 
However, there are so many available from commercial sources 
today that the gardener will do well to study the group carefully 
before investing in any of them. 

Some are slow growing, low and mounded in habit; others are 
comparatively fast growing, spreading flat on the ground. Still 
others are upright in habit and may, as they grow older, become 
devoid of branches and foliage at the base and so become unsightly. 
When one sees such plants in a poor condition, it is only human 
nature to discredit the entire group. This can be unfair to the 
junipers for there are many that grow very well indeed. 

Take as an example the common creeping juniper (Juniperus 
horizontalis). This is a lowly native over the northern quarter of 
the United States from Montana and North Dakota to the Atlantic 
Ocean. Growing flat on the ground, the branches occasionally 
root, thus making a fine ground cover. This species is not as dense 
growing as some of its more popular varieties, but a little pruning 
and proper care will make it considerably denser. 

Varieties of the creeping juniper are sometimes even better. A 
century ago a new form originated in the Douglas Nurseries of 
Waukegan, Illinois, and was named J. horizontalis douglasi. \t 
grows Only 12 to 18 inches tall, has very desirable steel-blue foliage

and trails on the ground. The foliage 
takes on a slight purplish tinge in the 
late fall and winter. Sometimes 
known as the Waukegan juniper it 
is an excellent ground cover and its 
color is just different enough to 
make it outstanding. 


Another nursery in Chestnut Hill, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, takes 
credit for finding the first Andorra 
juniper (J. horizontalis plumosa) in 
1916. The Waukegan juniper creeps 
along the ground in any direction; 
this one makes a round, dense, flat- 
topped plant. The foliage is light

green and feathery, turning a most 
desirable purplish-green color in the 
fall and retaining this all winter long. 
Seldom does it grow over 12 to 18 
inches tall, and if plants are spaced 
2 or 3 feet apart they quickly grow 
together and cover the ground. Also, 
single plants have a circular form 
and flat-topped habit making them 
excellent featured specimens. 

Still another form of the creeping 
juniper is J. horizontalis glomerata. 
It eventually grows to 2 feet high, is 
slower growing than those previously 
mentioned and is green most of the 
winter. However, it is not as good 
a ground cover as the others. BAR 
HARBOR is the clonal name given 
another excellent form of this same 
species, with a beautiful soft blue 
to dark green foliage. This is native 
on the Maine coast and it is one of 
the best forms.

juniper (J. conferta) should be given 
consideration when a low evergreen 
ground cover is contemplated. In- 
troduced into the United States from 
Japan about forty years ago, it is 
at home in sandy soils in full sun- 
shine. Although not to be consid- 
ered for good soils in prominent 
situations inland, it is one of the first 
and best of the junipers for seaside 
planting. 

An extremely serviceable plant is 
Sargent juniper (J. chinensis sar- 
genti). Most of the Chinese junipers 
are vigorous tree types but this one 
is a low spreading ground cover. It 
was brought to America from Japan 
in 1892 by Charles Sprague Sargent 
of Harvard University’s famous 
Arnold Arboretum. The foliage is 
steel-blue in color, with small, awl- 
shaped, sharply pointed needles. 
Actually it is a native of the Kurile 
Islands of northern Japan, hence is 
perfectly hardy in the northern 
United States as far north as the 
Great Lakes region. A single plant 
may grow into a dense mat 8 to 10 
feet across. Fortunately for those 
with seashore gardens, it also can be 
planted by the ocean. 


The ground covers so far men- 
tioned are rather vigorous in growth; 
plants of the creeping juniper may 
send out shoots that grow 15 inches 
a year. In fact, Juniperus horizon- 
talis is sometimes considered coarse, 
for long, stringy branches may move 
out in several directions and fail to 
cover the ground well. It does not 
make a good specimen plant for this 
reason and pruning back is often 
necessary to force it to grow more 
densely. 

The Japanese garden juniper (J. 
procumbens), on the other hand, is 
a dignified, compact, slower growing 
juniper, seldom over 2 feet tall and 
often mounded in habit. Usually it 
is seen lower than this, for a plant 
6 to 8 feet across is only about 8 to 
12 inches high. The bluish-green 
foliage is outstanding over the entire 
year. As a ground cover, plants must 
be spaced closer together than the 
others. It also can be used in twos 
or threes in front of other evergreens 
in foundation plantings where its 
bluish-green foliage lends much in- 
terest to any planting. 


More dense than some of the 
others, it is definitely one of the best 
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of the low junipers. There is even 
a slower growing dwarf form of this 
in European nurseries as well as one 
or two American nurseries. I know 
of a twelve-year-old plant of the 
variety nana that is only 18 inches 
across. 

The tamarix savin juniper is the 
last of this very low group to be 
mentioned here—actually a _pro- 
cumbent shrub with the little branch- 
lets upright and of a feathery texture, 
dark green in color. Not a fast- 
growing creeper but a distinctive 
one because of its habit, and unique 
because of its fine texture. 


We might digress here a moment 
to point out still another low juni- 
per, Parson’s juniper. Probably 
originating on the old Parson’s Nurs- 
ery of Flushing, Long Island, New 
York, sometime during the past cen- 
tury, this mounded plant has been 
offered under half a dozen different 
names. Like many junipers, it has 
two kinds of foliage—small scale- 
like leaves or “adult” foliage, and 
spiny pointed awl-shaped leaves or 
“juvenile” foliage. It makes a nice 
plant, sometimes hugging the 
ground, but the branches are rigidly 
held just a few inches above the soil. 
The difficulty comes in finding the 
right plant. Even Sargent’s juniper 
has been mixed with it. In fact, this 
is only one example of many in the 
juniper group where names have 
been badly mixed. It is sometimes 
extremely difficult to tell a young 
plant of one variety from another, at 
least until the plant takes on its ma- 
ture habit and foliage. 

I find it hard to know where to 
stop in recommending junipers. 
There are nearly 170 forms being 
offered by American nurserymen to- 
day, not all markedly different, some 
only of local significance. Of the 
truly low ones, the best have been 
mentioned. 


Next comes a group of junipers 
that are low shrubs. One should 
take a second look at these, how- 
ever, because in good soils other 
evergreen shrubs like yews and an- 
dromeda and even rhododendrons 
can compete favorably for garden 
space. For certain specific purposes, 
however, some of these junipers 
have considerable merit. For in- 
stance, in trying situations—poor 
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dry soils or sunny city gardens, there 
is no evergreen plant of any kind 
as good as the Pfitzer’s juniper. 

A form of the Chinese juniper 
with wide spreading branches and 
definitely flat topped, it may grow 
as high as 9 to 10 feet but is usually 
seen about half that height. It may 
have a total spread of 10 feet or 
more. Fine, feathery foliage and an 
ability to withstand very trying city 
conditions have made it so popular 
over the last fifty years that now 
many sports or varieties of it are 
claimed. 

In 1923 a so-called yellow-leaved 
variety was brought forth. True, the 
foliage was yellowish in the early 
spring but gradually faded green 
by summer. Now there are several 
dwarf or compact forms and one 
that is said to have light blue foliage. 
I am not familiar with the growth 
habits of all these, but if they with- 
stand trying city conditions they are 
a welcome addition. 


There is a large group of common 
junipers (J. communis) with many 
different forms, native throughout 
the northeastern United” States as 
well as northern Europe and Asia. 
Special mention must be made of 
one form of these low shrubby juni- 
pers and that is J. communis de- 
pressa, the prostrate juniper. About 
3 feet tall with main stems on the 
ground sending up feathery shoots, 
it is distinctive. This is not dense 
like some junipers but rather de- 
lightfully loose and open, with regu- 
larly spaced branches of a definite 
height, thriving on gravelly, sandy 
hillsides in full sun. 

Most of the forms of the native 
eastern red-cedar are pyramidal 
trees but one named J. virginiana 
globosa is just what its name implies, 
a rounded mass of dense dark green 
foliage. Of course a rhododendron, 
andromeda or Japanese yew might 
be more interesting in the garden, 
but if wanted, here is a juniper that 
will grow 6 feet high at least and be 
laced with twigs and foliage looking 
like a rounded ball. 


These are some of the best of the 
low junipers, all available and not 
too difficult to locate in nurseries. 
There are many others, some with 
different names but remarkably like 
some of those mentioned here.® 
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CLEMATIS: - 


for camouflage 
and caparison

NE HEARS OCCASIONALLY that clematis is difficult 
to grow, but I am an amateur who does not agree 
with this. I beg you to try some of these lovely 

perennial plants and be the judge yourself, for the 
investment is small and the rewards of beauty and 
fragrance are great and long-lasting. Clematis, a decidu- 
ous vine belonging to the buttercup family, blooms over 
a long period and, if you choose varieties that bloom in 
different seasons, an all-season succession of flowers can 
be achieved. It can be grown on a garden wall or fence 
just for beauty, or one can use it for utilitarian purposes 
as we do, for we grow it to cover the unsightly drain- 
pipes all around our house. 

The house resembles a small version of the famous 
old “House of Seven Gables.” At both sides of each 
gable there is a drainpipe leading from the roof gutter 
to the ground. These pipes are set about 2 inches out 
from the house wall and, though necessary, are not 
attractive. To hide them we have planted one or more 
clematis at the base of each drainpipe, and the results 
have delighted us more and more each year. 

Our method is simple. With metal shears we cut 
chicken wire into strips about 6 inches wide and as long 
as the drain is tall, measuring from 1 foot off the ground. 
Rolled and crunched into a long tubular shape, the 
chicken wire is tucked between the drain and the wall. 
No clamps, nails or other fixtures are needed for the 
roughness and uneven shape of the wire “tube” holds 
it firmly in place. The clematis is then planted right at 
the base of the drainpipe with its first branches attached 
to the chicken wire with string, Tie-Ems or plastic- 
coated wire. From there on the vine is on its own and 
climbs up and around the drainpipe holding first to the 
chicken wire and eventually to itself, solely by means of 
its twining leaf stalks. Pretty soon neither pipe nor 
chicken wire is visible at all. Most of our house is one- 
story high. The roof, about 10 feet above the ground, 
is perfect for most clematis, but when a taller-growing 
variety is used and wants to go farther than the roof line, 
we add a length of copper wire stapled under the roof 
gutter and lead the vine along this as far as it wants to go. 

Clematis enjoys growing well up in the air and sun-

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shine, but it prefers shade at the 
roots. To produc. plenty of flowers 
the plants need trom four to six 
hours of sunlight during every 
twenty-four-hour period. We have 
plants on the east, south and west 
sides of our house blooming equally 
well, which leads me to believe that 
either morning or afternoon sun will 
suffice. For several years a lovely 
rose-lavender clematis, MADAME 
BARON-VEILLARD, bloomed well on 
the southwest corner of our sleeping 
porch, but as a nearby tree grew 
larger and larger its shade gradually 
crept up until it completely covered 
the vine. Now this clematis still 
grows vigorously, but alas, no 
blooms have been forthcoming for 
the past two years. So do see that 
your clematis enjoys its fair share 
of Old Sol! 

We take care to start our plants 
in good soil using a mixture of 
generous amounts of compost, loam 
and well-rotted manure with a 
large dash of bone meal thrown in 
for good measure. And each spring 
we top-dress them with about one 
handful of lime apiece, for these 
plants prefer an alkaline soil. For 
success with clematis we believe that 
the most important “must” of all is 
always to keep the base of the plants 
well shaded. I cannot emphasize this 
point too strongly, for apparently 
these vines demand having their 
roots kept cool and well covered at 
all times. Most of our plants are 
growing right in the foundation 
planting, emerging from deep beds 
of ivy or from behind low-growing 
shrubs, both of which shade the 
clematis roots well. But if planted in 
the open, they must be given a 
mulch of leaves, peat moss, buck- 
wheat hulls, hay or anything handy. 
Also remember that the branches are 
especially delicate and brittle when 
young, so treat them genily. Except 
for the above care and for cutting 
out all dead wood each spring, we 
leave our clematis strictly on their 
own, and so far they have rewarded 
us with an ever-increasing abund- 
ance of beautiful bloom each year. 

Only once has the clematis wilt 
disease struck down one of our vines. 
But if this miserable scourge should 


. occur and without warning a plant 


should suddenly wither, turn brown 
and seemingly die, the only thing to 
do is harden your heart and cut the 
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vine right down to the ground. 
Happily, chances are that the vine 
will come back hale and hearty again 
the following year. Many experts 
suggest spraying clematis against this 
disease with Fermate or a similar 
preventive, and I know this is good 
advice. However, I confess that | 
am not an energetic enough gardener 
to keep up a regular spray program,

so our plants just have to cope for 
themselves and learn to “grow like 
Topsy.” 

Besides covering up drainpipes on 
our house, garage and barn, we have 
also planted two or three clematis 
vines at the base of the several poles 
holding bluebird houses that are 
placed here and there about our 
grounds. We nail about two lengths 
of copper wire from top to bottom 
on opposite sides of these poles to 
give the plants their first support, 
but eventually they just hang on to 
each other and scramble right up to 
the top—as much to the delight of 
the birds, I’m sure, as to ourselves. 

One of our bluebird houses has a 
Fourth-of-July setting, for up its 
pole climbs a patriotic combination 
of red, white and blue clematis, all 
of which are usually in full bloom 
by the holiday date. CRIMSON STAR 
provides the red, and a _ pure 
crimson-red it is without any traces 
of lavender at all. The DUCHESs OF 
EDINBURGH gives us the white with 
her dahlia-like double flowers which 
are strikingly beautiful (though | 
admit a pérsonal preference for 
single blooms such as the lovely 
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white ones of Clematis lanuginosa 
candida). And for the blue PRINs 
HENDRIK is Our hero, with large, 
beautifully ruffled blossoms of deep 
azure-blue. 

On a drainpipe by our kitchen 
porch RAMONA, named for a shy 
Indian maiden, has been busily dis- 
proving her name by making a most 
immodest spectacle of herself for the 
past five years with a truly lavish dis- 
play of her periwinkle-blue flowers. 
Last spring I counted just under 200 
of these in full bloom on this one 
plant at the same time, plus a myriad 
of buds waiting their turn to open. 
And in late October she was still go- 
ing strong, providing us with cut 
flowers for the house long after frosts 
had disposed of her competitors. 
Though not quite so prolific in 
bloom, HENRYI and NELLY MOSER 
never fail to delight us each June 
with the extremely large size of the 
pure white blossoms of the former, 
and the unusually pretty color con- 
trast of the latter with its deep rose 
streak down each soft mauve-pink 
sepal. Other favorites of ours are 
the old reliable JACKMANI with its 
long season of deep purple bloom; 
dainty HULDINE, with its translucent 
white flowers backed by fine lines of 
claret-red, a very tall-growing vari- 
ety which can easily cover a second-

story porch railing; and Mrs. CHOL- 
MONDELEY (who prefers to be ad- 
dressed in your best British accent as 
“Mrs. Chumley”!), a very free 
bloomer with extra-large flowers of 
a pastel wisteria-blue. Like all 
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clematis her flowers are always fol- 
lowed by fascinating plumed and 
curly secd heads which have a dis- 
tinctive feathery beauty all their 
own. The two newest additions to 
our clematis family, whose distin- 
guished names are DUCHESS OF 
ALBANY and THE PRESIDENT, have 
brought new color tones to our col- 
lection. The former, whose flowers 
are rather lily-shaped with pointed 
sepals and very graceful, gives us a 
lovely, unusual shade of rosy-pink 
fading almost to white at the edge of 
the sepals. And THE PRESIDENT’s 
blooms are a difficult-to-describe 
but very beautiful deep purple-plum 
color of great richness. Its flowers 
are quite large and have pointed 
petals; the buds are covered with 
gray wool when opening. THE PReEs- 
IDENT, which grows 7 or 8 feet tall, 
always puts on a good display that 
lasts all summer long. 

On a northwest drainpipe there 
flourishes a clematis quite different 
from the above-mentioned large- 
flowering hybrids. This is C. texen- 
sis, the scarlet clematis of Texas, 
a small-flowering clematis species 
whose urn-shaped flowers of an un- 
usual salmon-red color, lined with 
gold, never fully open, but look like 
tiny hanging lanterns and always 
cause delighted comment. And to 
mention but one more, growing up 
and over our garage doors is the old- 
fashioned but still beloved sweet au- 
tumn clematis, the Japanese Clematis 
paniculata, which brings us pleasure 
every August and early September 
when it is always completely smoth- 
ered with tiny white flowers whose 
pervasive scent is delicious beyond 
words. 

Do try a few of these beautiful 
plants, and if you can meet their four 
really not-too-difficult requirements 
of good soil, cool mulch, firm sup- 
port and adequate sunshine, I am 
convinced that you will no longer 
consider clematis the temperamental 
lady she is thought to be by so many. 
And once you become a clematis 
fan, I guarantee you will never be 
satisfied unless you can grow more 
of these fascinating vines every year. 
I warn you, however, that real frus- 
tration will set in when you get to 
the point that we have now reached, 
for Oh Dear!—we have completely 
run out of pipes and poles in need of 
camouflage! ®

HE VARIETY is the basis for success in any horti- 

cultural enterprise. The fruit grower does not plant 

just an apple tree or a peach tree, but varieties 
which he knows will be productive in his soil and 
climate. So with rhododendrons and azaleas. There 
are varieties to be recommended for all sorts of condi- 
tions. Of course that does not mean that every conceiv- 
able condition can be matched by a variety which will 
do well in that situation. However, some will un- 
doubtedly do better than others, and that is the purpose 
of these lists. 

Perhaps your neighborhood nurseryman may not have 
any of the varieties included in one of the lists,. which 
supposedly fits your requirements. These lists are 
necessarily short, and in most cases they do not include 
nearly all the varieties which could be recommended 
for a particular set of conditions. Your nurseryman has 
undoubtedly considered local growing conditions when 
ordering his plants, hence his suggestions should bear 
weight. However, if you want a particular variety from 
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one of these lists he will, in all probability, be able to 
secure it for you. You will also find mail order sources. 
Please do not be worried if varieties you already have 
are not included in the lists, as they may be just as 
satisfactory for your conditions as the few that are listed. 

The first group of suggestions will be for rhododen- 
drons other than azaleas. 


FOR COLD CLIMATES 


The “Ironclads”: Some of the old R. catawbiense 
hybrids, which have been grown for almost a hundred 
years, and certain others of similar breeding which 
were developed later are often considered together as 
the ‘old hardies” or the “old ironclads.” They are to 
be seen as large bushes in many plantings around Phila- 
delphia, New York and vicinity. They are the hardiest 
of the available named varieties, and should be satis- 
factory where temperatures do not go below —25 
Of course one must remember that an unseasonable 
freeze, that is, very early or very late in the season, 





may cause damage even to these 
varieties, at temperatures well above 
what they will normally withstand. 
These are all rated H-1 (hardy to 
ee

CHARLES DickENS—Crimson-red.

A second list of “ironclads”: The 
following are usually included among 
the old hardies, but are rated only 
H-2, hardy to —15°, although some 
will undoubtedly withstand - still 
lower temperatures if the plants are 
well matured. 

ALBUM GRANDIFLORUM—AImost 
white. 

A TROSANGUINEUM—Red., 

Dr. V. H. RUTGERS—Red. 
EVERESTIANUM—Rosy-lilac, frilled. 
Lee’s DARK PuURPLE—Purple. 

Other very hardy varieties: There 
is another group of hardy varieties, 
perhaps not quite in the class of the 
“old ironclads” but resulting from 
the work of Dutch and English 
breeders, sometimes with R. cataw- 
biense in the parentage, sometimes 
not. These varieties are being grown 
in the Northwest, where some are 
considered to be quite on a par with 
other good modern varieties. There 
is a greater color range and the 
colors are inclined to be somewhat 
clearer and purer than in the “old 
ironclads.” JEAN MARIE DE MONT- 
AGU and MADAME DE BRUIN are 
rated only H-3 (hardy to —5°) but 
I believe they should rate H-2 as 
do the others.

' Rhododendrons for shade: The 
importance of shade varies some- 
what with climatic conditions. In 
our own locality most varieties can 
be grown satisfactorily in full sun 
if they have plenty of moisture dur- 
ing the summer. Even here, how- 
ever, we occasionally have a very 
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bright and relatively hot day during 
early summer when the young shoots 
are making soft growth. For a period 
of three or four hours, water loss by 
transpiration may be more rapid 
than it can be taken in through the 
roots. The soft new growth will wilt, 
and frequently there will be “burn- 
ing” or browning of these young 
leaves on some of the more suscept- 
ible varieties. If we can keep 
sprinklers going over the plants 
during this period, they will not be 
damaged. This may indicate that 
shade for many varieties is not so 
much a necessity in itself, but that 
it cuts down on transpiration during 
periods of moisture stress. In other 
localities, especially farther south, 
where there are many hot days dur- 
ing the summer, shade is more 
important, as it would hardly be 
practical to keep rhododendron 
leaves covered with moisture con- 
tinuously during the hours of ex- 
cessive transpiration. In most areas 
and for most varieties a_ partial 
shade, sometimes called dappled 
shade, or shade during the middle 
of the day is desirable. Continuous 
dense shade usually results in leggy 
growth and poor blooming. For a 
planting site which is in fairly deep 
shade throughout the day, the fol- 
lowing varieties are suggested: 
Azor—H-4, soft salmon.

AZALEA VARIETIES 


Suggestions as to azalea varieties 
are made on the basis of climatic 
adaptation rather than for specific 
planting purposes. There are rela- 
tively large numbers of varieties of 
some types available in certain parts 
of the country, the variation within 
the group, in many cases, being 
primarily one of color. The follow- 
ing varieties might be used as a 
starting point. 

Evergreen azaleas for cold cli- 
mates: Evergreen azaleas as a group 
have not exhibited as great hardiness 
as the deciduous varieties. This list, 
therefore, is suggested for the north- 
ern range of evergreen azaleas, and 
not for the extreme northern part of 
the country. For the most part ever- 
green azaleas, except the hardiest 
sorts, should not be planted where 
temperatures much below —5° are 
to be expected.

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The Plant Doctor's 
gardens of roses 


Cynthia Westcott of Glen Ridge, New Jersey, is one of our 
best-known plant pathologists. Her work with roses has brought 
her many honors and awards including the American Rose 
Society’s Gold Honor Medal which is inscribed “For her life work 
to control the insects and diseases of the rose.” After receiving 
her Doctor’s Degree from Cornell University she became a mem- 
ber of their plant pathology staff. Some years later she left 
Cornell to establish a private practice under the trademarked 
name The Plant Doctor. From 1933 until 1960 she diagnosed 
and treated plants in many private gardens, lectured to garden 
clubs, attended conventions and experimented with insect and 
disease controls in her own garden. Her books have proved in- 
valuable to gardeners: Garden Enemies, The Gardener’s Bug 
Book; Plant Disease Handbook; Anyone Can Grow Roses and 
her frank and amusing autobiography, Plant Doctoring Is Fun.

Y GARDEN? I’m not sure | 

have one. I do have a back 

yard, crammed with guinea 
pig roses which put on a fairly spec- 
tacular show in June. Once, how- 
ever, a landscape architect came to 
visit when the roses weren’t in bloom 
and exclaimed, “You don’t call this 
a garden, do you?” So mostly I don’t 
dignify it by that name. Firstly, it 
is my laboratory, for here I have 
pretested every procedure subse- 
quently used for clients; and sec- 
ondly, it is my outdoor living room, 
for here I eat meals whenever the 
temperature is even slightly favor- 
able, and entertain friends, from a 
singie guest for supper under the 
pear tree to hundreds for tea under 
the cherry tree on Rose Day (a 
yearly meeting of rose enthusiasts in 
my garden). 

Back in 1933 when I decided to 
be a practicing plant physician and 
was looking for a base of operations 
the only thing that turned up within 
my lean budget and in a suitable 
location was a long, narrow lot, only 
54 feet wide and going back 320 feet 
to another street, the rear portion 
being a steep wooded hillside. 

I bought the place in May, when 
the apple trees, wisteria, azaleas, 
lilacs and pink dogwood in full 
bloom persuaded me that the horti- 
cultural assets outweighed the non- 
descript 2'2-story house in poor re- 
pair. The soil was good and the 
original owner had apparently been 
a dedicated gardener, but a two-year 
forest of weeds had grown in the 
interim since his death. 

I have never, in twenty-eight years 
of effort, quite eliminated the weeds 
and every year I drop further behind

in my struggle with the wisteria. It 
is a heavenly thing blooming over 
the porch, delightful contrast to the 
nearly magenta azalea on the lawn. 
It is also a fiendish octopus with 
more lives than a cat, more tenacity 
than a bulldog. It continually grows 
into the porch, surrounding the 
climbing roses on the way. It has 
grown under the porch and has 
strangled first the dogwood, next an 
apple and has half-killed my only 
evergreen, a tall arbor-vitae. It peri- 
odically wrecks the telephone wires 
and has even grown under the drive- 
way and made itself into a tree on 
my neighbor’s lawn. All this despite 
continuous chopping! 

The chief horticultural asset in 
the back yard was an enormous 
cherry tree, wide as the lot, beauti- 
fully proportioned, hiding the di- 
lapidated old barn, providing a per- 
fect tea room under its sheltering 
branches and an equally perfect 
background for roses planted be- 
tween the house and the tree. A row 
of PAUL’s SCARLET CLIMBER went 
across the rear, Dr. VAN FLEET 
(retrieved from Cornell tests) along 
the left side in front of the tall privet 
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hedge, and ELse PouLseEN along the 
walk leading from the back door. 

In front of the living room win- 
dow, partially shaded by the KieF- 
FER pear, there is a comfortable 
sitting area and then the rectangular 
test beds, five on either side of a 
broad grass path. Repeating the 
same varieties in each bed for ex- 
perimental purposes also gives a 
pleasing repetition of color. They 
are mostly hybrid teas but cherry 
red KIRSTEN POULSEN, a floribunda, 
forms an aisle leading to PAuL’s 
SCARLET. Miniature roses and blue 
lobelia edge the beds nearest the 
house; pink and white impatiens 
fills in under Dr. VAN FLEET; dwarf 
ageratum alternating with blue pan- 
sies, backed by blue eupatorium and 
pink snapdragon, accents pink ELSE 
POULSEN. 

When the barn gave way to a 
garage the old cellar became a 
sunken garden with yellow roses 
over the walls. With the end of 
World War II the area back of the 
garage shifted from vegetables to 
twenty-five more test plots for roses. 
The next batch went around my 
neighbor’s vegetable patch and after 





that I dug up the area where the 
wisteria had _ killed the _ trees. 
Through the years I had kept some 
sort of perennial border between the 
walk from the back door and the 
driveway but when the new test 
roses arrived last spring most of the 
phlox and chrysanthemums went 
out. Where, I wondered uneasily, 
could I put any roses in 1961? 

Unfortunately, hurricane Donna 
provided a quick and definite an- 
swer. She savagely uprooted my 
beloved cherry and flung it around 
the neighborhood. When the tree 
men finally get through cleaning up 
the mess there will be a large sunny 
area for roses. Heaven knows this 
place needs sun. Most of the Rose 
Day visitors have been amazed that 
roses would live in so much shade 
and have been encouraged to try 
some in their own far-from-perfect 
spots. But never, never, would I 
have willingly sacrificed that glorious 
tree for more roses. All the neigh- 
bors wept with me and the little boy 
next door wondered what the birds 
would do now. 

When a previous hurricane sent 
three trees from the back hill sprawl- 
ing across the road I didn’t mind a 
bit. I merely rejoiced that there 
would be sun enough for climbing 
roses to grow over the tree stumps. 
It didn’t help much; in another year 
or two the hill was again too shady 
for roses. 

That hillside seems to have been 
doomed from the beginning. Orig- 
inally I envisioned a delightful spring 
and wild garden. A switchback path 
was made, with stone steps in the 
steepest places; myriads of wild- 
flowers and bulbs were planted. I 
lost most of the wildings when a 
man left to mow the yard decided 
to surprise me by doing some weed- 
ing; children always came in to 
break off the tulips; boys turned over 
the boulders for salamanders; even 
grownups climbed the fence. When 
I frowned upon a couple of garden 
clubbers digging up the may-apples 
they queried in an injured tone, “Did 
you plant these?” 

So. realizing I could never per- 
suade the public that my back hill 
was anything but a vacant lot and a 
place to discard beer cans, I changed 
tactics entirely. I used my energies 
out front, massing early tulip species 
in the narrow area between sidewalk

arrival of the roses and planting, 
bury them in trench to stop drying 
of the roots and the rose canes. 


Dig hole 2 feet wide and 2 feet 
deep. Work bone meal or dry cow 
manure into soil below roots and 
add peat moss to sand or clay soil. 


When hole is partially filled with 
soil, firm and flood with water. 
When water has all soaked in, firm 
again. Add soil to proper level. 


Just before planting, soak roots in 
pail of water for twenty-four hours. 
Never permit the plants to remain 
in water any longer than this. 


Spread roots in natural | position. 
Set the plant so that the bud union 
is 1 inch below the soil surface in 
North; 1 inch above in the South. 


Protect spring-planted roses from 
sun and wind. Mound earth about 
canes and cover with burlap. Re- 
move soil and burlap in few days.

and street, and at the top of the 
bank, putting hyacinths along the 
hedge and in front of the porch. 
People driving by stop to look, chil- 
dren stoop to sniff, but no one has 
ever harmed one flower in this loca- 
tion; they have merely gone home 
and planted bulbs in front of their 
own houses. Essex Avenue, Glen 
Ridge, is a much gayer place since 
I learned that people respect an ob- 
viously tended garden but not one 
left to cooperate with nature. 

Most of my learning has come 
from the roses, now about 600 in 
more than 200 varieties. They have 
taught me nearly everything I have 
been expounding in lectures and 
books these many years and most 
especially the short cuts that make 
rose growing a pleasure and not a 
chore. 

The first six rose beds were pre- 
pared in traditional fashion; the soil 
was dug out 2 feet deep, a drainage 
layer was put in, then branches and 
upturned sod, then top soil and 
manure, ending up with bottom soil. 
The next batch of beds had only the 
top spade depth of soil removed and 
the second spade depth improved in 
place; there was no special provision 
for drainage. Two of these new beds 
received compost and barnyard ma- 
nure; two had dehydrated manure 
and peat moss. The roses grew 
equally well in all beds so the labor 
of preparing subseauent rose beds 
was cut in half and I stopped worry- 
ing about my neighbors’ reactions 
to a load of malodorous cow 
manure. 

Testing buckwheat hulls as a 
mulch when they first became avail- 
able, I found that they saved time in 
weeding and watering. I tried a cou- 
ple of beds with corncobs but the 
Rose Day visitors were outraged at 
what I had done to the roses so I 
returned to inconspicuous buck- 
wheat. Cocoa shells were nearly as 
satisfactory but we smelled like a 
chocolate factory for a couple of 
weeks. I tried grass clippings to save 
money but they mat down and be- 
come impervious to water; leaves are 
more satisfactory for a _ cost-free 
mulch. Next year I shall compare 
two new mulches with the buck- 
wheat hulls. 

When the possibility of foliar 
feeding was first advanced, the roses 
were ready for an extensive trial. 


Some beds received the usual three 
ground feedings—after pruning, at 
first bloom, and in late July. Other 
beds, with identical varieties, re- 
ceived only the after-pruning ground 
feeding and then a foliar food added 
to the pesticide spray every other 
week until mid-August. I quickly 
became a convert to this easy sched- 
ule for clients’ roses. 

Claims have been made that anti- 
biotics produce larger rose bushes, 
more and better flowers. The one I 
tried (Terramycin) gave no growth 
response over the same _ varieties 
without it. Both sets received foliar 
food regularly and I suspect this ac- 
counts for some of the good reports 
for Streptomycin. Comparisons were 
made between roses receiving the 
antibiotic plus foliar food and roses 
receiving neither. What we still 
need are definitive tests with foliar 
food used on all the roses, with the 
antibiotic the only variable. 

During the years I grew annuals 
and vegetables it was fairly easy to 
borrow soil for hilling up roses for 
winter. When the roses took over 
the entire garden, procurement of 
soil became a major problem. Again 
the rose guinea pigs came to the 
rescue, proving that winter protec- 
tion is an unnecessary chore in New 
Jersey. One year I left one-third of 
the bushes without any soil mound, 
the summer mulch untouched. The 
next year half the bushes were un- 
hilled. There being no discernible 
difference in spring between pro- 
tected and unprotected bushes, I 
gave up this hard work entirely, for 
myself and all the clients. 

All these timesavers were merely 
extra dividends. The primary pur- 
pose of the rose plots was to test the 
various pesticides available to home 
gardeners. I left Cornell University 
thoroughly imbued with the idea that 
Massey dust—9 parts sulfur to 1 
part arsenate of lead—was the best 
treatment for roses and I started 
with this mixture on clients’ roses. 
I soon learned that sulfur was more 
injurious in hot New Jersey than in 
unstate New York and that in. this 
climate the roses and I were both 
somewhat allergic to dusts. While 
at Cornell I had tested an ammo- 
niacal copper spray, Fungtrogen, 
with very poor results. Then it be- 
came available in an all-purpose 
spray, Tri-ogen, with lead arsenate 
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added for beetles and rose slugs, 
pyrethrum and rotenone for aphids 
and leafhoppers. Surprisingly, the 
lead arsenate seemed to increase the 
effectiveness of the copper as a 
fungicide, the spray remained safe, 
even at noon on our hottest days, 
and there was no objectionable resi- 
due. After two years’ trial on my 
own roses I used it exclusively for 
clients, meanwhile continuing tests 
at home with many other rose chem- 
icals. Not until Phaltan came along 
for mildew and blackspot did I feel 
there was anything to replace ad- 
vantageously the old three-way Tri- 
ogen, and even Phaltan has the 
disadvantage of leaving a more con- 
spicuous residue. (I must add that 
this past season I experienced some 
trouble with a new formulation of 
Tri-ogen but I understand this will 
be corrected this year.) 

After twenty-five years of physi- 
cal day-laboring in other gardens, 
spraying fifty or more gardens every 
week, I decided it was time to retire 
to less strenuous pursuits. Unfor- 
tunately, this also meant losing an 
assistant to pump the sprayer for my 
own spray tests; it meant no one at 
home to trim the hedge or whack 
back the wisteria while I went off to 
lecture; it meant, in fact, a far more 
strenuous time in my own garden. 
So I am interested in laborsaving 
gadgets while still believing that 
many are far too complicated and 
hard to operate. 

Of necessity, I’ve become con- 
verted to a hose sprayer, even 
though it leaves more visible residue 
than a Paragon sprayer pumped by 
an assistant and with some spray 
mixtures the larger droplets may be 
more injurious. In the back garden 
where the hose does not reach I use 
a midget rotary duster with ease if 
not pleasure (my roses and I still 
dislike dusts). I have learned that 
the little bombs, pressurized sprays, 
are fine for indoor plants but do not 
give adequate coverage in outdoor 
breezes. 

Especially now, without help, | 
treasure the roses that don’t have to 
be sprayed. There is VANGUARD, 
covering one side of the house, tow- 
ering to the second-story windows, 
producing masses of large, fragrant, 
salmon-pink flowers in May and 
early June, and possessing decora- 
tive large dark green leaves until 
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hard frost. It has never been sprayed 
or dusted and seems never to have 
beetles or blackspot or mildew. 
Sometimes there are aphids and 
these attract tiny warblers that feast 
just outside the office window, not 
2 feet from the typewriter. 

There is Ciry OF YORK, guarding 
the entrance to the back garden, 
stretching 12 feet or more on each 
side of a corner post and forming a 
fragrant white curtain all through 
June. There is THE Fairy, a deli- 
cate pink shrub polyantha that 
comes late into bloom but continues 
until Thanksgiving. I usually spray 
one-half of this bush as a demonstra- 
tion to visitors that THE Fairy pre- 
fers to be left alone. I never spray 
Dr. VAN FLEET, leaving this tan- 
gled hedge to the catbirds and car- 
dinals and lady beetles. And finally 
there is the check bed of hybrid 
teas, left unsprayed to compare with 
the treated beds but proof that most 
roses are tough enough to survive 
even if neglected. 


The Other Garden 


paras 1953 my roses have had a 
rival for all spare time and en- 
ergy. In that year the Garden Club 
of Montclair obtained headquarters 
as a Garden Center in the new So- 
cial Agencies Building in exchange 
for entire care of the grounds and 
for providing a display garden for 
public enjoyment and education. 
The latter, designed by Avis Camp- 
bell as a “Wheel of Life,” has two 
central segments, on either side of 
a fountain, for roses; the rest is for 
chrysanthemums and other peren- 
nials, annuals and herbs. 

I fell heir to planning, planting 
and maintaining the rose garden. 
The soil was impossible, every inch 
having to be whacked out with a 
pickax, and after planting we 
learned that water stood on the beds 
all winter. Nevertheless, with com- 
post, peat moss and manure worked 
into the beds and some slight im- 
provement in drainage the roses 
have flourished far beyond expecta- 
tion. They do have full sun and 
good air circulation. 

The roses in the small beds next 
to the central walk are floribundas. 
On one side they are pink, starting 
with low PINKIE, ascending through 
PinK ROSETTE, PINK BOUNTIFUL,

CHEERIO to MA PERKINS, accented 
with grandiflora QUEEN ELIZABETH. 
In the other bed we start with orange 
MARGO KOSTER, going up with some 
of the blends and scarlet-reds— 
VOGUE, FLORADORA, INDEPEN- 
DENCE, COCORICO, FUSILIER. 

The central beds are hybrid teas, 
the outer beds hybrid teas outlined 
with floribundas. They are planned 
for continuing color. RED ALAIN 
comes into full bloom just as RED 
PINOCCHIO and WorRLD’s FAIR are 
slacking off. GoLpILocks and KING 
BorEAS combine with Mrs. DU 
PONT to keep the yellows coming. 
On one edge we have a huge mass 
of FASHION, on the other PINOCCHIO, 
but these come in great bursts of 
bloom and then have to rest a bit 
between explosions. Fifty bushes of 
floribunda SPARTAN along the drive 
never fail to excite admiration. 

There are only 250 roses in this 
garden and yet nearly every evening 
in June I cut off from 2 to 4 bushels 
of fading blooms and repeat two 
or three times a week the rest of the 
season. Apparently this prompt cut- 
ting back to a good eye is the secret 
of continuous bloom, for the roses 
are not otherwise coddled or pam- 
pered in any way. 

They have a_ buckwheat hull 
mulch, which stays on summer and 
winter, but receive little or no artifi- 
cial watering. They have one ground 
feeding of cheap 5-10-5 right after 
pruning and thereafter 2 teaspoons 
(per gallon) of RapidGro in the 
spray every other week until August. 
They get sprayed weekly with 3-way 
Tri-ogen. They have never, in 7 
years, had a single trace of black- 
spot and there has been very little 
mildew. 

My own roses reflect the time 
stolen from them for the Garden 
Center, but every moment spent 
there is rewarding. I have never 
worked in the garden when someone 
has not given fervent thanks to the 
Garden Club for this sanctuary. All 
kinds of people visit—workers in 
our building and those who come for 
consultation, users of the library 
next door, apartment dwellers who 
sit in the sun on the memorial 
benches and just plain rose lovers. 
One night in June a man told me 
he had come every evening waiting 
for a new rose to open. The name 
of that rose?

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The rugged 
rugosa rose

I YOU HAVE A SANDY SOIL or 

severe winters, you will be in- 
terested in the rugosa rose, its varie- 
ties and hybrids. 

It is a large, handsome shrub 
rose that is particularly valuable for 
adverse soil and climatic conditions, 
doing well even along the sea coast 
where it is reached continually by 
salt spray. It is very hardy and will 
stand sub-zero weather without pro- 
tection. 

Rosa rugosa grows 5 to 6 feet 
tall, with stiff, upright, spiny canes 
set with purplish to white single 
flowers, 2% to 3 inches across. It 
blooms in May, with recurring blos- 
soms through the summer and early 
fall. Large, brick-red fruit and or- 
ange autumn foliage keep the rugosa 
rose an accent in the garden well 
into fall and early winter. The char- 
acteristic rugosa foliage is dark 
green, tough and crinkly, but some 
of the varieties and hybrids do not 
show the typical rugosa foliage. 

Though many of the hybrids have 
been developed in recent years, the 
original rugosa species has been in 
cultivation in American gardens and 
parks since 1845. Rugosa rose is 
native to China, Korea and Japan. 
In Japan, it is known as “sea to- 
mato” because it grows naturally 
close to the sea, and because of its 
large, beautiful fruit. 

The rugosa rose (and its many 
outstanding varieties) may be used 
either singly or massed in the shrub 
border. It does well on dry banks 
where few other shrubs will grow. 
It is particularly effective when used 
as an unclipped hedge, with the 
plants set 2 to 3 feet apart in the 
row. It may also be clipped. Plant 
in deep-spaded ordinary soil and 
keep watered until well established. 
Little or no fertilizer is needed. 
This rose often blooms better if 
unfertilized. It will probably not 
need spraying or dusting. It needs 
no winter protection in the North.

Box is a most charming plant to 
use to surround a small bed of 
miniature roses, but be sure to plant 
the species, Buxus sempervirens 
nana, which is slow growing and is 
completely hardy. Plant it 15 inches 
apart. 

Another excellent plant to use 
for a dwarf hedge is the lavender 
which always seems to marry well 
with roses, especially in a walled 
garden. In this respect the back 
garden of a town house may be 
made as attractive as the old walled 
garden of a country cottage. Like 
the box, the dwarf lavenders are so 
slow growing that they require al- 
most no attention apart from a little 
clipping to maintain the shape, and 
this should be done in spring. 

The cotton-lavender, Santolina 
incana, also makes a valuable dwarf 
hedge. Planted 15 inches apart and 
trimmed in spring it will soon form 
a dense hedge, its small silver-grey 
leaves being covered with down, 
while it bears small yellow flowers 
during the latter part of summer. 

Beds to accommodate miniature 
roses may be made circular or to 
any required rectangular design. 
The beds should be slightly raised 
at the center so that the full beauty 
of the plants may be revealed; where 
the soil is heavy this will also en- 
courage drainage. At the center of 
the bed may be planted a miniature 
standard rose, perhaps BABy Mas- 
QUERADE may be used, and this 
could be surrounded by Rep IMP 
with its rich crimson-red blooms. 
Then, to provide contrast, plant 
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Bit-O-SUNSHINE or BaBy GOLD 
STAR and surround or edge the bed 
with one of the most dainty varie- 
ties, such as TOM THUMB or BABY 
CRIMSON, again to provide a con- 
trast in color. The most dainty of 
the miniatures may be used to edge 
a small bed of ordinary bedding 
hybrid tea or polyantha roses. 

A most attractive display may be 
enjoyed by planting together those 
varieties of more vigorous habit, 
growing to a height of 9 to 10 inches 
and using a number of contrasting 
colors. A dozen plants would be 
sufficient to fill a small bed, which 
could be edged with the dainty viola. 
These lovely plants cannot be too 
highly recommended, for they blend 
with the roses as do no other plants. 
They are also extremely perennial 
and are readily increased by divi- 
sion of the fibrous roots in spring. 

To provide a colorful edging in 
summer the beds may be surrounded 
with blue lobelia, or white alyssum, 
though a fresh planting will be 
necessary each summer. But what- 
ever plants are to be put with the 
fairy roses, they should be equally 
long-flowering and possess a similar 
dainty habit, for nothing must de- 
tract from their simple beauty. 

A charming miniature rose gar- 
den may be made in a tiny court- 
yard, or back garden, or on a roof, 


and one of the most beautiful minia- 
ture rose gardens imaginable was 
constructed in the walled courtyard 
of a ground floor flat in the centre 
of London. The garden, if it could 
be so called, was divided into four 
beds, each of which was surrounded 
by a crazy paving path only 12 
inches wide. At the center a bed of 
diamond shape was made in which 
a miniature standard was planted 
and also at center of each large bed. 

Turf could be laid in the same 
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way, but a grass path has to be 
clipped continually during the sum- 
mer, while during wet weather it 
cannot be walked upon in the same 
way as can a stone path. Here, too, 
the beds could be surrounded by a 
dwarf hedge. Or alternatively, 
violas and the more compact of the 


Juliae primroses could be_ used, 
planting them between the violas to 
provide color in springtime. 

A row of dwarf conifers makes a 
pleasing background to a miniature 
rose garden, or the trees may be 
planted about the beds. Three or 
four plants at the center of a bed 
with the more vigorous miniature 
roses grouped around them will pro- 
vide a pleasing display. Only those 
of upright habit should be used; 
particularly suitable is the Irish juni- 
per, J. communis hibernica, which 
forms a pencil-like column of blue- 
grey. Of similar habit is the Chinese 
juniper, J. chinensis, whose foliage 
turns an attractive mulberry shade 
during winter. The dwarf and slow- 
growing yews of upright habit are 
also suitable. 

Miniature roses are most attrac- 
tive where used along a pathway 
leading to the house or down the 
garden, and here the garden need 
not be unduly small for them to give 
of their charm. Half-moon shaped 
beds are most pleasing, filled with 
fairy roses, and with a standard tree 
planted in each bed. 

The miniature roses, particularly 
those of most compact habit, are 
delightful rock garden plants. They 
should be planted in small groups 
of three plants in small hollows near 
the base of the rockery, for there 
the plants will not be troubled by 
dry conditions at the roots. Before 
planting, pockets should be pre-

pared with a mixture of soil, peat 
and a little decayed manure and 
bone meal, which will provide the 
plants with both food and humus. 
Plant in March or April, allowing 
about 6 inches between each plant. 
They will appear most attractive if 
planted near small evergreen trees, 
but they must be given a sunny posi- 
tion. The plants should be trimmed 
as the rockery is made tidy, either 
in autumn or spring. Given the pro- 
tection of rockery stone the plants 
will remain in bloom for about eight 
months of the year. 

Where there is not the available 
space to lay out a complete rose 
garden a border of miniature roses 
may be considered. A narrow strip 
of ground possibly no more than 
3 feet in width at the base of a 
wall of a house or at the back of 
a terrace would be suitable, or there 
may be a similar width of soil at the 
foot of a wall bordering a courtyard. 

To the back should be planted 
those varieties of most robust habit 
such as PiGMy GOLD or PiGMy RED 
and perhaps the compact flori- 
bundas. Then to the front, planting 
between the back row plants, those 
varieties of more compact habit. To 
the front come those of most dainty 
habit such as R. rouletti, BaBy 
GoLp Star, Bo-PEEP and SWEET 
Fairy. Thus the full beauty of each 
plant may be enjoyed and an un- 
interesting strip of garden may be 
made colorful for fully six months 
of the year.®

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DELPHINIUMS 
are worth it 


by PAT SHEDESKY 


ASCINATING IS PERHAPS the only word that correctly 

describes the delphinium. In the past few years 

I have grown from seed, tuber, bulb, root and 
rhizome many, many different kinds of plants, and 
during that time the delphinium, with its stately spikes, 
has reigned as my favorite. 

A person determined to have delphinium in his garden 
soon learns its habits and needs through trial and some- 
times too many errors. And he will find as his knowledge 
of the plant enlarges so will his collection. These needs 
are few but essential to the success of delphinium. 

Although the delphinium can prove to be a very 
hardy, long-lived perennial, as a seedling it appreciates 
care and attention. In the case of purchased greenhouse 
plants, success will be insured if they are first hardened 
off in a protected cold frame or a similar structure. If 
this is impossible an inverted clay pot or cardboard box 
placed over the plant after planting will lessen the shock 
of transplanting. Of course field-grown plants received 
through the mail can be planted directly in the open 
garden. 

A site in full sun out of the reach of hungry tree and 
shrub roots is essential, as is good drainage. Our soil is 
very heavy yellow clay and to this day the following 
is the procedure I use with every single delphinium 
plant. I place three plants of the same variety in a 
triangle. I allow each plant a spread of 2 feet; the 
centers are placed 3 feet apart. 

A hole is dug 24 inches in diameter and at least 24 
inches deep. A combination of brickbats, crushed 
rock and sand is placed 6 inches deep in the bottom. 
The removed soil, leaf mold and two-year-old manure 
in equal portions and a cup of superphosphate are 
used to fill the hole to ground level. After a thorough 
soaking to allow this to settle, the plant is set. 

This soil preparation may appear to be quite a 
laborious task, especially when two or three dozen 
plants are being set out, but experience has shown that 
the long but very fine roots of the delphinium thrive 
much better in a loose porous soil rather than a stiff 
hard clayey type. This formula for the fill can be 
altered to suit the gardener and his own conditions. 
Rather than the manure and leafmold, peat moss, 
compost or vermiculite can be used as long as it loosens 
a heavy soil or conditions a light one. However, if at all 
possible, the manure should be one third of the fill. 

The above soil preparation, although necessary 
for me when I set plants out permanently, could

hardly be carried out each summer 
when some three hundred seedling 
plants go into a temporary growing 
bed. Here constant mulching and 
between-the-rows manuring have 
improved the soil to a point where 
no further work need be done. Some 
authorities claim that delphiniums 
require a neutral-to-alkaline soil in 
order to perform best. Our soil 
registers a 5.5 pH, which is rather 
acid. Because Japanese iris and 
other acid-loving plants grow near- 
by, I have never neutralized the pH. 


A‘ rER SUCCESS with a few plants, 
the bite of the bug will really 
be felt and you must have more— 
many more. The easiest, cheapest 
and most gratifying way to obtain 
more plants is by raising them from 
seed. Quality seed from a specialist 
is necessary as mature plants are 
only as good as the seed from which 
they grew. Poor-grade seed or 
chance seedlings will never, even 
with lots of manure, attain the size of 
plants grown from hand-pollinated 
seed that boasts quality parents. Of 
course this seed is a little more 
expensive, but I sow half a packet 
and refrigerate the other half in a 
tightly closed jar. Its germination the 
following year is nearly as good as 
the fresh. Also some varieties may 
be sold out by spring; therefore, seed 
should be ordered in the fall and 
refrigerated until planting time. 
Seed should be sown by the middle 
of March. The squat 8-inch bulb 
pan clay pot serves as an ideal con- 
tainer for me. One inch of coarse 
sphagnum moss lines the bottom for 
drainage and then a mixture of % 
leaf mold and % soil fills the pot to 
2 inches from the top. Fine sieved 
sphagnum is then added at the top. 
Set the pot in a pan of water until 
moisture appears on the top. After 
coating the seed with a disinfectant 
by placing a pinch of the powder in 
the package and shaking well, scatter 
the seed evenly. Cover with more 
sphagnum about “%4-inch deep and 
sprinkle this lightly. Cover with 
Saran wrap or a piece of glass with 
a square of cardboard over this. 
Place in a spot where the tempera- 
ture stays around 60°. Although 
germination will be slow at this cool 
temperature, there will be a greater 
percentage of seedlings than in an 
atmosphere of 70°-80°.

Around the seventh day seedlings 
should be appearing and at this time 
the cardboard must be removed. As 
the number of seedlings increases, 
the transparent covering should also 
be taken off as this close humidity 
will sometimes cause the plants to 
damp off. Without this covering the 
pot will need closer attention as to 
watering, which is best done by a 
fine spray. At this time the seedlings 
should have strong light but not 
direct sun. 

Approximately three weeks after 
sowing, the seedlings should be 
transplanted to flats or a cold frame. 
The flats should contain an equal 
mixture of soil, leaf mold and 
manure. After tamping this down, 
the plants are set 2 inches apart. 
Care must be taken in recognizing 
the crown and seeing it is not cov- 
ered. With seedlings showing true 
leaves, this is not difficult, but with 
the majority having only the di- 
cotyledon leaves, the point where leaf 
base meets root is set exactly at the 
soil level. Perhaps burying seedlings 
is the most common way of killing 
them. Water the flat carefully and 
set it in strong light out of the sun. 
Since delphinium seedlings are quite 
hardy and indoor space may be 
limited, the flats may be set directly 
outdoors even though some nights 
may drop to 20°. My plants at this 
time thrive on a_ fiberglass-roofed 
patio, benefitting from the filtered 
light and protection of the roof, but 
still without protection from temper- 
ature changes. 

Seedlings also may go into the 
cold frame, but as it seems April is 
the one month out of the year when 
a cold frame is carrying its greatest 
load and since delphiniums have 
proved they can do without sash 
protection, the valuable space is 
better used for annuals and chrys- 
anthemum cuttings. 


Etre LENGTH OF TIME seedlings 
stay in flats depends on their 
rate of growth. When they start to 
crowd each other, it is time to set 
them out. At this time they may be 
set directly in their permanent posi- 
tions or, better still, in a growing 
bed. Plants lined out in rows, all of 
the same age, all receiving the same 
care, seem to thrive much better 
than plants competing with larger 
plants for sun, moisture and food

the first summer. Also by having 
plants in a temporary bed, they can 
be transplanted or sold all summer 
long at the grower’s convenience. 

Plants started in March should 
throw a bloom spike around the 
middle of August, which is gratify- 
ing since most perennials need one 
and sometimes two years’ growing 
time before blooming. This spike 
will certainly not be typical of the 
plant’s vigor but will give the gar- 
dener an idea of what color the plant 
will be. This benefits the grower who 
sells plants from a seed mixture such 
as the AstoLaT Series, which gives 
shades of pink ranging from very 
pale to very deep wine. 

After this first bloom starts to 
fade, new growth will be noted at 
the base and, at that time, and not 
before, the old growth should be cut 
off at ground level. This same pro- 
cedure is used for the June crop of 
bloom. The spikes are removed 
down to the foliage and not until the 
new pale green growth is well under 
way should the old foliage be cut 
down. Do not try to break or pull 
the old stalks off as the new growth 
coming from this same crown can 
easily be broken also. 

Delphiniums appreciate a shot of 
fertilizer, preferably in the form of 
phosphorus, when preparing for a 
new crop of bloom. In spring when 
new growth is starting, a complete 
fertilizer high in phosphorus is used. 
Since a dry fertilizer would remain 
unavailable too long in the cold soil 
before becoming available to the 
plant, a soluble type should be used 
at the rate of one pint for one-year- 
old plants and one quart for the 
older ones. 

The second application is made 
after the June bloom crop when new 
growth is under way. A handful of 
superphosphate is worked and 
watered in around each plant. Many 
times plants will throw a third bloom, 
but since this crop seldom matures 
this far north, no fertilizer is given 
to stimulate this late growth. 

After really low temperatures have 
taken the foliage, the stalks should 
be cut down 6 inches from ground 
level. A pyramid of common 
builders’ sand is then poured over 
each plant, approximately a water- 
pailful to every four mature plants. 
This has given better results than 
any other material I have ever used. 
Any of the coarse mulching materials 
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such as leaves, hay or straw seem | 
to hold too much water and ice over |

sively become smaller and shorter. 


It is well to break off at ground level | 


each spring all but four of the most 
vigorous growths. 

As soon as the bud spike can be 
seen emerging from the stalk, stak- 
ing should begin. The delphinium 
spike, being hollow and very brittle, 
stands very little swaying from the 
wind. I use 4-foot green bamboo 
stakes for seedlings and 8-foot bam- 
boo for mature plants. Each spike 
is tied to a single stake at least three 
times during its development. If the 
stake is placed behind the plant and 
between the buds, it is hardly notice- 
able. 

Diseases and pests of the del- 
phinium are few but destructive if 
left unnoticed. Sucking green or red 
aphids sometimes make their ap- 
pearance but are easily controlled 
with nicotine sulfate or a malathion 
solution. The cyclamen mite, a 
naughtier pest, shows its being by 
blackening and stunting leaf and 
stem growth. Many times only one 
or two crowns are infested and can 
easily be cut from the plant and 
destroyed, with the healthy portion 
being sprayed repeatedly with ma- 
lathion. Oftentimes the complete 
plant is infested and then it is best 
to dig and destroy the plant rather 
than trying to control by spraying. 

With most perennials, division of 
the clumps every three or four years 
is necessary. If the procedure of 
breaking off all but a few shoots is 
used each spring, dividing is not 
essential. They are, however, easily 
divided by simply placing two dig- 
ging forks back to back in the pre- 
viously dug clump and genily prying 
the crowns apart.®

Water-lilies 
as house plants 


one AS HOUSE PLANTS? 
Surely such a thought never 
occurred to me—it happened by acci- 
dent, as so many pleasant things do. 

Three years ago we built a little 
outdoor pool in a rocky hollow at 
the north edge of the garden. Just 
room for a few aerating plants, three 
gold fish to eat the mosquito wrig- 
glers—and one dwarf water-lily.

When winter | 
came the fish went into a neighbor’s 
much larger pond along with sundry 
assorted frogs that had come un- 
invited but not unwelcome. Every- 
one said—no use saving tropical 
lilies. But I loved my little DAUBEN. 

I purchased a plastic pail, filled it 
with water, set the pot on a small 
rock with the top of the soil 4 inches 
below the surface, and put the pail 
in a sunny window. 

Well! If you think water-lilies are | 
pretty in summer, you should see 
them with snow piled outside and 
winter winds whistling. My DAUBEN | 
prefers its winter quarters to its 
summer ones. It never stops bloom- 
ing, though the temperature at night 
is often very un-June-like.

Easy-to-make 
water-lily pool 


by JOHN BURTON BRIMER 


A semicircular pool that will not 

need much water and will still 
be deep enough to grow water-lilies 
can be constructed as seen in the 
plans at right. By having a “well” 
at one side in which the tub con- 
taining the lily tuber is placed and 
the rest of the pool tapering up, little 
water is required. By painting the 
pool black an impression of depth is 
given. A drain with a plug is placed 
in the bottom of the “well” so that 
the pool can be drained for winter 
and also scrubbed and cleaned each 
year. Concrete is cast, reinforced 
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with metal mesh or rods, and the 
coping cemented to it; or paving 
stones may be laid on sand to over- 
lap the edge. Boxes or tubs should 
be from 15 to 24 inches in diameter, 
8 inches to 12 inches deep and 
water should be no more than 12 
inches nor less than 6 to 8 inches 
above the box top. An inch of sand 
on top of the box will keep the 
soil from fouling the water.

Two extraordinary 
vegetable delights 


by MICHAEL D. ROSSE 


C ARDOON AND BOK-TOY HAVE 

very little in common—the 
first is a thistlelike plant related to 
the artichoke; bok-toy, sometimes 
spelled pac-choy, is a Chinese cab- 
bage. But despite the difference 
there is this reason for lumping them 
together: they are both refreshingly 
delectable. Sure, there are many 
other good vegetables. But these two, 
out of the ones I tried for the first 
time last year in my week-end gar- 
den, were the most successful. They 
grew bigger than the other vegetables 
on trial and didn’t seem to require 
special encouragement. 

Cardoon (Cynara cardunculus) 
proved easy to grow in New City, 
N. Y. And since the artichoke- 
flavored stalks, eaten the same year 
as the seeds are sown, are the most 
important parts used, there is no 
need to keep the plants through the 
winter. However, one can keen car- 
doons as well as globe artichokes 
(Cynara scolymus) alive this far north 
by taking up the roots and storing 
them or by covering the plants with 
bushel baskets and those, in turn, 
with a heavy mulch. The second 
year they produce those beautiful 
purple thistle flowers that, together 
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with the giant gray-green leaves, 
qualify cardoons and artichokes for 
the flower garden—“excellent though 
both are to eat, I think them still 
better to look at,” wrote Gertrude 
Jekyll, famous English gardener and 
writer. The flowers of cardoon are 
sometimes eaten; conversely, the 
blanched shoots of artichoke can be 
eaten. Wild cardoon, growing in 
countries bordering on the Mediter- 
ranean (and for the last hundred 
years or so on the Pampas of South 
America) is said to be the ancestor 
of all the cultivated varieties of 
cardoon and artichoke. It also is 
gathered for eating. 

LarGe SMoorTH is the cardoon 
variety grown in my garden. The 
seeds are available from Harry Saier, 
Dimondale, Michigan; De Giorgi 
Co., Council Bluffs. Towa: and 
Vaughan’s. Chicago 1, Illinois. 

Plant the seeds as early in the 
spring as possible in your climate. 
Outdoors, seeds are sown in widely 
spaced rows. three to four seeds in 
drills about 2 feet apart; later the 
strongest seedlings are left standing. 
If the soil is exceptionally light, the 
seeds are planted in trenches 2 feet 
wide and 18 inches deep.

Bok-toy (Brassica 
another ancient vegetable, but of 
Chinese origin, tasting somewhat 
like celery-cabbage, somewhat like 
watercress.

Movs SLOWLY down the aisles 
between tables loaded with 
thousands of superb blooms at the 
recent annual show of the National 
Chrysanthemum Society at Jackson, 
Mississippi, one could easily con- 
clude that the zenith had been 
reached in the production of color- 
ful, high-quality blooms in these 
flowers. When it came to sheer 
beauty, interesting formation of 
bloom and range in size and color, 
it seemed little more could be 
achieved. But as I moved along with 
the great throng of visitors, giving 
careful scrutiny to each individual 
flower, I discovered new colors and 
color combinations, new flower 
forms, and both larger and smaller 
flower types than I had previously 
known. 

The arrangement section  sur- 
passed in both number of entries 
and artistry of presentation anything 
I had previously seen in a national 
show. The cascade section con- 
tained a greater number of entries 
and varieties than I had ever seen 
in one exhibition. The stage in the 
back of the huge showroom offered 
a splendid opportunity for effective 
staging. 

The award for the best bloom in 
the show went to Cossack, a huge, 
red incurve, flown in and entered by 
Dr. David Mooers of Seattle; the 
second place award was given 
CHARLES SHOESMITH, an enchanting 
salmon entered by R. E. Fainter, 
Richmond, Virginia. Other awards 
included: Best three blooms, KIMIE; 
best incurve or reflex (4 to 6 inches) 
BLAZING GOLD; best spider, YEL-

The men’s section of the show 
attracted more than usual attention. 
First place award for the best artis- 
tic design went to E. H. Hughes of 
Jackson, Mississippi. 

While some new varieties of 
chrysanthemums are introduced 
each year, the number is far less 
than with some other flowers like 
day-lilies and iris, for example. For 
this reason the really good varieties 
of chrysanthemums are not so 
quickly outdated and sometimes 
hold their popularity rating over a 
long period. In almost every size- 
able show we find such old favorites 
as ALBATROSS, BEN LEIGHTON, the 
Doty varieties, GIANT BETsy Ross,

All-America 
chrysanthemums 
for 1961 


f Seve: new All-America Chrys- 
anthemum Selections for 1961 
bring to a total of thirteen the 
varieties that have received this high 
honor since the All-America trials 
were started in 1954. These winners 
have shown superior merit in the 
twenty All-America trial gardens 
from Canada to Florida and New 
England to the state of Washington. 
This year’s award winners range 
widely in color—a rich red, a golden- 
apricot and an ivory-white. Now is 
the time to plan your fall garden of 
chrysanthemums and to make out 
your order for the plants that will 
be sent to you in the late spring. 
Her MAJEsTy is a large white 
decorative chrysanthemum = with 
shapely flowers 3 inches across and 
slightly incurved. The pink-cream 


buds unfurl to pink-hazed petals 


with creamy centers. When fully 
open they are a clear ivory-white. 
The plant is tall, reaching about 28 
inches. The blooming date is about 
October 1 and plants bear large 
sprays of long-stemmed flowers that 
are excellent for cutting. 

BINGO is red—an intense, deep, 
rich red. Flowers are 1% to 2% 
inches in diameter and of good sub- 
stance. Plants form perfect mounds 
15 to 18 inches high with a wider 
spread; when in bloom the plants 
are completely covered with flowers. 
Growth is compact and plants need 
no disbudding as stems are naturally 
rather short. Flowers can be cut in 
sprays to make flower arrangements 
of low and medium heights. Bloom- 
ing usually starts in late September 
and continues until hard frosts. An 
excellent variety for a solid bed or 
the front of the garden border. 

APRICOT SHEEN brings a new 
color to chrysanthemums. It is an 
interesting and pleasing blend of 
pastel colors including peach, gold 
and apricot. The flowers are cactus 
type, 24 inches across and of good 
double form. The substance is good 
and color remains clear and attrac- 
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tive even after light frosts. Plant 
height in the All-America trials 
averaged about 15 inches and the 
spread was 20 inches or more. 
Blooming started September 25 in 
the extreme north. 

Plants of these All-America chrys- 
anthemums are in large supply and 
will be widely distributed among 
mail order nurseries as well as from 
garden centers. Plants will be 
shipped ai the proper planting time, 
which is somewhat later than for 
most other perennials, so do not be 
disturbed if your plants arrive in 
late spring. Growth is “ery rapid 
and by fall you will have a large 
plant. Look for the red, white and 
blue plant tag that denotes the All- 
America Mums Winner. 

Other All-America selections of 
previous years include for 1958 
SHOWPIECE, royal rose decorative; 
EMPEROR, big pinwheel yellow; 
BURNING BRONZE, very floriferous 
and hardy tangerine-bronze decora- 
tive; and Rusy KING, a bright ruby- 
red cushion chrysanthemum. 

For 1959, awards went to FLAIR, 
a large lively lavender cushion; 
CRIMSON Lapy with dark red double 
3-inch flowers on a 16-inch cushion; 
and GIRL FRIEND, a decorative pink 
changing to coral-rose. 

1960 awards gave us HEADLINER, 
a glowing walnut-coral decorative; 
Maron! Gras, a superb and colorful 
red and gold cactus decorative; and 
PINK CHERUB, a purplish-pink pom- 
pon on a compact cushion plant.®

Flowers and Space 


By MARGET COCHRANE COLE 


RENDS IN HOME DECOR favor creating the illusion 

of space. This is especially true for small rooms 

in today’s homes. Plain surfaces, uncluttered by 
accessories, add to a feeling of calm, first established 
by choice of colors and fabrics. Flowers, too, can 
reflect spaciousness but too often a flower arrangement 
ruins the illusion of calm and the openness of a room 
because it is designed for purely decorative purposes. 
Its tight, contrived, restrained design is completely out 
of feeling with the room, the space it occupies and its

location in the room. This trend toward restrained 
arrangements is an outgrowth of flower show exhibition 
restrictions. Space at shows is unavoidably limited and 
an arrangement is shown in a niche or imaginary frame. 
And since a “show” arrangement must stand alone 
within narrow dimensions, it must be concentrated in 
design in order to convey its theme. In an open area 
in a home, as on a freestanding table, the situation is 
different and space can, and should, prevail. Shown 
are several examples illustrating this point.® 





ARRANCEMENT BY MARCET COCHRANE COLE 


At left, below: Author designed this arrangement for 
an open area so she allowed the flowers to stretch into 
space. This is in contrast to a niche arrangement where 
flowers must fit in a frame. Difference in flower and 
leaf shapes is emphasized if space is left to show their 
individual beauty of outline, color and texture. 


At left: As contrast to the strong thrust of the hori- 
zontally placed tulips (at left, below), author designed a 
vertical arrangement with eucalyptus leaves dangling on 
their thin metallic stems like a decorative mobile. 


Below: The photographer felt an affinity in design between 
this ice cream parlor chair and the arrangement of 
Gladiolus tristis. Both designs take advantage of space 
to enhance their forms. Often we find pattern in design 
easier to understand if it is related to familiar objects.

| pee MONTH we gave you five of 
ten basic rules for good pictures. 
This month we give you the second 
five. 
Rule 6: Don’t have objects grow- 
ing out of heads. Never pose people 
against a tree—it will appear to be

growing out of the person’s head. 
Do not cut off hands or feet—it is 
very confusing to see a person with- 
out feet standing in a garden. This 
does not mean that the entire body 
must be included in every picture; 
head-and-shoulder pictures are also 
good. But if the whole body should 
be there, put it in. 

Rule 7: Use framing to strengthen 
interest. The branches of a tree in 
the foreground of a picture often 
can be used to focus your attention 
to the principal subject of your 
picture. 

Rule 8: Hold camera steady and 
focus accurately. Fuzzy pictures 
occur because (a) you did not focus 
accurately, (b) the subject moved, or 
(c) you moved the camera. Hold the 
camera firmly. Or use a tripod. Use 
your rangefinder or the ground glass 
screen on the camera to get the 
correct focus. If the distance has to 
be estimated, train yourself to ac- 
curately estimate distance by using 
the size of the living room rug as a 
criterion. If the wind is blowing, 





as it often is when you are taking 
flower pictures, use a faster-than- 
normal shutter speed to stop move- 
ment. 

Rule 9: Use proper exposure. 
Underexposed pictures are too dark 
and overexposed pictures are too 
light. Most film has a little instruc- 
tion sheet packed in the box giving 
suggested exposures for the various 
circumstances described. If you are 
in doubt about the exposure, take 
three pictures—one at your best 
guess, One with more exposure and 
one with less. This may seem ex- 
pensive, but it is cheaper than going 
back for another shot. 

Rule 10: Throw away your fail- 
ures. The camera experts make 
bushels of mistakes, but they qualify 
as experts because they don’t let 
anyone see their failures. Eventually 
you may reach the point where you 
will throw away fifteen out of twenty 
pictures—then you will be on your 
way to becoming an expert because 
the only pictures that you have will 
be excellent pictures.®

tic plants would be the only ones 
that might grow in fir bark. How- 
ever, I soon had to transplant some 
Billbergia nutans (a_ bromeliad) 
seedlings and as an experiment I 
mixed some bark into the trans- 
planting mixture. The seedlings not 
only lived but look much better than 
some others that were grown in 
rough peat and gravelly soil! And 
my guess is that they will flower 
much sooner also. 

By this time I was intrigued with 
fir bark and its varied uses. A lovely 
plant commonly called the lipstick 
‘vine (Trichosporum Lobbianum) 
came to me with some African- 
violets. The directions said that this 
plant normally grew with orchids on 
mossy tree limbs in the humid 
jungles of India or Malaysia. I de- 
cided that this interesting gesneriad 
vine would appreciate a loose, well- 
drained but moist potting mixture. 
Medium-sized bark chips, chopped 
sphagnum moss and rich garden 
loam made the ideal soil for my vine, 
which soon showed its appreciation 
by flowering at every point! 

Zantedeschias, commonly known 
as calla-lilies, require heavy feeding 
along with large quantities of water; 
this may result in packed soil. By 
using 1 inch of coarse-grade fir bark 
over a rough sphagnum moss mulch 
I find that the soil not only remains 
loose and porous but the layer of 
loose material over the soil affords 
an ideal medium for the stem roots 
so often sent out by rapidly growing 
members of the calla clan. 

Members of the begonia family 
enjoy a loose woodsy soil that re- 
sembles the forest duff found in 
steamy jungles where begonias grow. 
I have had notable success with 
moisture-loving begonias such as 
the rexes, when I used the fine or 
seedling grade of bark to lighten the 
humusy soil mix. Large chunks of 
bark are also useful for mulching 
potted tuberous begonias. 

Once you use fir bark I’m sure 
you will agree that it is a wonderful 
potting mix and mulch. My bloom- 
filled greenhouse and window boxes 
have proved it to me!®

THE HOME GREENHOUSE 


Add color to 
the winter 
“garden” 


by F. F. ROCKWELL 
and ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


N NO OTHER MONTHS Of the entire 
i] year does the home greenhouse 
pay quite such big dividends to 
its fortunate possessor as those de- 
rived in January and February. This 
is not the peak time for the produc- 
tion of flowers or for the growth of 
plants, but the contrast between the 
fragrant, blood-warming green Eden 
under glass and the frozen world 
outside is at its apex. If there is any 
greater thrill in horticulture than 
that of turning the door knob and 
entering the greenhouse, and realiz- 
ing that in this oasis you can bid 
complete defiance to the snarling 
winds and drifting snows that have 
gripped the world outside, we do not 
know what it is. 

The other thrill which a green- 
house holds for its owner is the 
knowledge that after ordering his 
seeds he will not have to wait for 
weeks or months before starting 
them. That exciting adventure may 
be begun the moment he receives 
them. Even if some must be held 
until a bit later, there will be a con- 
sistent and exciting succession from 
now on. 


Preparations for sowing: The first 
step in assuring success with the 
seeds you will be starting during the 
next three months or more is to have 
the proper starting mixture. Special 
mixes may be purchased, but it is 
more fun to prepare your own. The 
three chief ingredients for most 
mixes are sand, peat moss and 


| perlite. For potting after the trans- 


planting stage is reached, you will 
need compost and/or good garden 
loam.

| succession of spring-flowering bulbs 


—not only the usual tulips and daf- 
fodils, but such others as the fasci- 
nating dwarf tulip species, crocuses, 
grape-hyacinths and chionodoxas. 
By removing these to a cooler room 
or back into the greenhouse at night, 
we keep them in perfect flower for 
a much longer period than when we 
leave them constantly in warm 
rooms. The same is true of azaleas 


| and other flowering shrubs, cycla- 
| men, decorative pepper and Christ- 


mas-cherry. It’s another “plus” that 


| our greenhouse gives us. 


Space stealers: It always happens! 


| The new greenhouse looks so roomy 


and empty that one is tempted to 
place in it anything that may be 
begged, borrowed or 
stolen. Many plants eventually grow 
too large for small quarters, but you 


| hesitate to discard them. The present 


“cowbird” plant of this type in our 
new greenhouse is a husky tomato 


| plant that started from a stray seed 


in the compost. It should have been 
thrown out before this, but it still 
remains with a load of green fruits 
(those which have already ripened 
proved delicious) and covering a 6- 
foot trellis made for another plant. 
Each of us tells the other “it’s gotta 
go”—but neither has quite the heart 
to give it the old heave-ho. We'll 
probably end by getting someone to 
chop it down while we're away! 


Three “quickies” for beginners: 
There is often a stretch—especiaily 
in the new greenhouse—after the 
forced bulbs have passed when the 
benches lack color. Three fast- 
growing annuals that, if sown now, 
will give several weeks of color be- 
gining in early April, are anchusa, 
arctotis and Dimorphotheca auranti- 
aca, the African-daisy or cape-mari- 
gold. All are easily grown, requiring 
no special care. Sow in ordinary 


| starting mixture (in a temperature 


of 60° to 70° if possible to assure 
quick germination); transplant as 
soon as ready and shift to 4- or 5- 
inch bulb pans, or place three in one 
Feed moderately and 
avoid crowding by taller plants—a 
shelf in full sun makes a good loca- 
tion. Later they can be set outside. 


New bunch-flowered carnation: 
One of the most intriguing new 
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flowers for the home greenhouse 
which we have come across is the 
carnation ELEGANCE. Unlike the 
usual florists’ type with one big 
flower to a stem, this variety pro- 
duces a real bouquet of a number of 
moderate-sized blooms on each stem 
—many of which are open at one 
time, plus buds that continue to 
unfold as the old flowers fade and 
are snipped off. The photographs 
show a few sprays of ELEGANCE 
taken the day before Christmas; and 
again, with old blossoms removed 
and new blooms open, on the day 
after New Year’s. A wonderful holi- 
day display! 

ELEGANCE Can also be enjoyed as 
an outdoor carnation. Plants with 
us wintered over in a cold frame 
with a mulch of pine needles but no 
glass. Cuttings, of course, can be 
taken from greenhouse plants for 
summer growth outdoors. 


Pansies started now will make 
bushy small plants by setting-out 
time that will flower much longer 
and give finer individual blooms than 
the overwintered, overlarge plants 
that have been dug and stuffed into 
small containers. These look won- 
derful when you buy them but soon 
turn yellow and peter out after they 
are planted.®
